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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Belper  Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1954. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for  June, 
1954,  remains  practically  unchanged  at  15,730.  The  Death  Rate 
at  12.71  shows  an  increase  of  2.51,  and  the  Birth  Rate  decreased 
from  14.08  in  1953  to  12.33.  The  Infant  Death  Rate  of  25.77  is  a 
decrease  of  1 .37  and  maintains  the  improvement  shown  last  year. 

Notifiable  infectious  disease  was  at  a low  level  during  the  year, 
being  an  inter-epidemics  one  for  measles  and  whooping  cough. 
There  were  two  deaths  due  to  meningococcal  infection.  There 
was  one  confirmed  case  of  non-paralytic  poliomyelitis.  School 
contacts  were  excluded  and  kept  under  observation.  At  the  time 
there  was  a fairly  extensive  outbreak  in  a neighbouring  district  and 
some  anxiety  was  felt,  but  fortunately,  no  further  cases  occurred. 

Thirteen  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  received, 
by  far  the  highest  since  the  war,  but  there  were  no  deaths  due  to 
this  cause.  The  increased  notification  would  seem  to  be  due 
to  better  case  finding  and  not  to  any  increased  incidence. 

There  was  a fairly  extensive  outbreak  of  influenza  towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  due  to  the  A type  Virus.  The  illness  was  generally 
of  a mild  type  and  free  from  complications. 

No  notifications  of  Food  Poisoning  were  received  during  the 
year,  but  as  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  pointed  out  in  a lecent  circular, 
the  number  of  outbreaks  reported  in  the  country  continues  to  rise 
in  spite  of  intensive  propaganda  on  Food  Hygiene.  As  he  states, 
the  remedy  is  in  the  hands  of  those  who  prepare,  cook  and  serve 
food,  the  essential  thing  is  good  personal  hygiene  amongst  members 
of  the  staffs  of  shops,  catering  establishments  and  housewives. 

Tlie  number  of  Primary  Immunisations  against  diphtheria 
performed  during  the  j^ear  shows  a fairl}^  large  increase  from  147 
in  1953,  to  203.  While  this  is  very  satisfactory,  it  should  be  noted 
that  the  biggest  increase  is  in  children  of  school  age.  Parents 
should  try  to  have  their  children  immunised  before  the  first  birth- 
day and  a booster  dose  given  just  before  starting  school. 

During  the  year,  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  Act,  1954, 
received  the  Royal  Assent.  Part  \T  of  the  Act,  which  deals  with 
Public  Health  matters,  contains  man}-  useful  sections,  although 
some  have  been  anticipated  in  the  Belper  Urban  District  Act  of 
1953. 


Since  its  freedom  from  rationing  in  July,  1954,  meat  has 
presented  many  problems  to  Local  Authorities.  Difficult  slaugh- 
tering hours  have  meant  week-end  work  and  overtime  for  oar  Meat 
Inspectors,  who,  however,  have  managed  to  maintain  100%  meat 
inspection.  Generally  speaking,  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  the 
slaughterhouses  in  the  town  has  been  satisfactory  and  the  quality 
of  the  meat  has  been  very  good. 

A start  has  been  made  with  the  Housing  Survey  required  by 
the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  and  it  is  expected  that 
it  will  have  been  completed  well  within  the  time  allowed. 

Seventy -six  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year. 
The  need  for  new  houses  is  still  as  great  as  ever  and  the  demand 
resulting  from  the  demolition  of  unfit  houses  must  also  be  borne 
in  mind. 

I wish  to  give  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Bailey,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  his  staff,  for  the  detailed  preparation  of  this  Report  and  their 
co-operation  throughout  the  year.

MANAGER. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Belper  Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  seventh  Annual  Report, 
and  in  the  following  pages  set  out  details  of  the  work  done  by  my 
Department  during  the  3'ear  1954. 

The  report  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  Circular 
28/54  dated  15th  December,  1954,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  contains  information  requested  by  Circulars  42/51  and  29/52. 
Articles  6(3)  and  17(5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London) 
Regulations  1935-1951,  and  Article  14(3)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers 
Order  1926,  give  directions  for  the  preparation  of  the  report,  and  in 
accordance  with  these  I have  furnished  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  with  a report  of  the  work  done  during  the  3'ear  ended  31st 
December,  1954. 

Important  new  legislation  came  into  operation  during  the  year. 
First  came  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1954,  followed  by  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  (Amendment)  Act,  1954.  These  Acts  made  Local 
Authorities  responsible — at  least  for  the  time  being — for  seeing  that 
adequate  slaughterhouse  facilities  were  made  available  locally,  and 
provided  for  the  licensing  of  private  slaughterhouses.  The  decontrol 
of  slaughtering  had  the  advantage  of  minimising  transport  of  meat 
and  the  enthusiasm  with  which  Sanitar}^  Officers  generally,  and  I 
personally,  welcomed  the  opportunity  of  being  able  to  inspect  meat 
for  my  own  district,  was  only  marred  by  the  lack  of  power  in  fixing 
the  number  of  private  slaughterhouses  to  be  licensed.  I think  it 
is  common  throughout  the  country  that  far  more  slaughterhouses 
than  are  needed  have  had  to  be  licensed.  However,  since  July, 
the  improvement  in  the  qualit}^  and  appearance  of  meat  has  been 
most  noticeable. 

Next  came  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  .Act,  1954,  welcomed 
by  all  Sanitarj^  Officers,  and  heralded  by  much  publicity,  with  the 
emphasis,  unfortunately,  on  the  section  dealing  with  the  rent  in- 
creases. The  important  parts  of  this  Act  dealing  with  Slum  Clear- 
ance and  Improvement  Grants  were,  therefore,  somewhat  obscured. 
However,  we  now  have  the  opportunity  of  clearing  away  those 
houses  which  are  unfit  for  human  habitation.  A start  was  made 
on  a survey  of  all  sub-standard  houses  in  the  area.  This  will  be 
completed  in  time  to  submit  proposals  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  in  accordance  with  Part  I of  the  Act. 
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The  anticipated  rush  of  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
did  not  materialize,  but  whether  this  was  due  to  owners  not  in- 
creasing the  rent  or  tenants  being  satisfied,  it  is  not  possible  to  say. 
It  was  noticed,  however,  that  owners  appeared  to  be  repairing  and 
painting  property  more  readily  than  hitherto. 

The  long  awaited  and  much  criticised  Food  and  Drugs  Amend- 
nent  Act,  1954,  received  Royal  Assent  in  November,  1954,  but  so 
far  the  date  of  coming  into  operation  has  not  been  made. 

It  will  be  seen  from  my  report  that  more  than  2,000  citizens 
sought  advice,  and  in  each  case  every  effort  was  made  to  answer 
satisfactorily  the  varied  requests  for  advice. 

During  the  year,  my  Clerk,  Miss  M.  A.  Buxton,  carried  out  her 
duties  efficiently  and  willingly,  for  which  I tender  my  thanks. 

I would  also  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  Mr.  Charles  Price,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  other 
members  of  the  staff,  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

During  the  year  the  Council  continued  the  scheme  of  making  a 
grant  of  £10  towards  the  cost  of  converting  pail  closets  to  the  water 
carriage  system — seven  such  conversions  took  place.  In  addition, 
two  tippler  closets  were  converted. 

Many  of  the  remaining  pail  closets  could  be  converted  without 
any  practical  difficulties,  and  in  some  cases,  at  a reasonable  cost, 
but  it  is  amazing  that  even  in  some  instances  owner/occupiers  have 
been  content  to  put  up  with  these  foul  abominations  at  the  same 
time  fitting  the  house  with  more  expensive  but  less  essential  con-

SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  scheme  for  enlarging  the  sewage  works  has  at  last  got  under 
way.  During  the  year,  two  additional  filters  and  one  additional 
humus  tank  were  constructed.  Small  improvements  to  sludge 
beds,  mechanical  screens  and  grit  elevators  were  carried  out.  A 
scheme  for  the  conversion  of  the  ejectors  to  centrifugal  pumps  is  in 
course  of  preparation. 

HOUSING.

The  number  of  houses  completed  by  the  Council  was  slightly 
less  than  in  1953 — 76  famihes  being  rehoused  as  against  88. 

During  the  year,  98  fresh  applications  were  made,  but  a further 
64  applicants  were  taken  from  the  list  for  various  reasons,  one  of 
these  being  the  greater  ease  with  which  private  houses  could  be 
built. 

The  list  of  applications  for  old  people’s  bungalows  increased 
from  46  to  60 — unfortunately  no  new  accommodation  for  old  people 
was  built,  but  it  was  possible  in  one  or  two  instances  to  offer  a 
prefabricated  house,  in  accordance  with  the  policy  laid  down  by  the 
Council,  and  these  temporary  houses,  in  my  opinoin,  make  excellent 
substitutes  for  bungalows. 

During  the  coming  year,  it  is  hoped  that  the  housing  programme 
on  the  Parks  Estate  will  include  some,  if  not  all,  of  the  twelve 
bungalows  to  be  erected,  for,  as  I have  stated  in  previous  reports, 
I do  feel  that  the  erection  of  more  bungalows  is  not  only  long  over- 
due for  the  old  people’s  sakes,  but  as  many  of  them  are  living  in 
houses  much  too  big  for  their  needs,  their  rehousing  would  make 
available  houses  for  larger  families.

HOUSING  POINTS  SCHEME. 

Part  1. — Basic  Points. 

1.  Overcrowding. 

Points  to  be  given  for  lack  of  bedroom  accommodation  based 
on  a standard  which  assumes  that  a separate  bedroom  is  needed 
for  each  of  the  following 

(a)  Man  and  wife. 

(b)  One  or  two  children  under  10  years. 

(c)  One  or  two  males  over  10  years. 

{d)  One  or  two  females  over  10  years. 

(e)  A person  whom  the  Sanitary  Inspector  considers 
should  sleep  in  a room  alone,  and  who  will  undertake 
to  do  so.  (An  applicant  awarded  points  under  (e) 
will  not  qualify  for  points  under  No.  4 below).

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Whenever  a factory  chimney  was  found  to  be  emitting  excessive 
smoke,  a visit  was  made,  and  usually  after  an  interview  with  the 
engineer  or  stoker  concerned,  an  improvement  was  noticed.  How- 
ever, in  one  case  the  nuisance  was  only  abated  after  the  firm  in- 
stalled underfeed  stoking  plant. 

In  two  other  cases,  a nuisance  occurred  regularly,  but  it  is 
expected  that  in  both  instances,  the  nuisances  will  be  abated. 
One  firm  is  going  to  install  mechanical  stokers  and  the  other  in- 
stalling an  oil  fired  boiler. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Smoke  Abatement  Society, 
and  during  the  year,  the  East  Midlands  Division  held  their  Annual 
General  Meeting  at  Belper,  when  the  members  visited  a local 
factory  where  firegrates  for  the  burning  of  solid  fuel  smokelessly 
are  manufactured.  The  success  of  the  meeting  was  due  largely  to 
the  firm,  Messrs.  Park  Foundry  (Belper)  Ltd.,  for  their  co-operation 
and  hospitality. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  town’s  water  supply  is  largely  derived  from  a well  120  ft. 
deep  and  a bore-hole  180ft.  deep  at  the  Pumping  Station  at  the 
Meadows,  from  which  water  is  pumped  either  directly  to  the  dis- 
tribution mains  or  to  a service  reservoir  at  Bessyloan,  from  which  it 
gravitates  to  certain  parts  of  the  town. 

Supplementing  this  maiii  supply  are  three  service  reservoirs 
partly  fed  by  spri.igs  and  partly  from  the  main  Pumping  Station. 

All  water  is  sterilized  at  the  source  by  chlorination. 

The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  generally  in 
quantity.  To  improve  pressure  in  the  Sandbed  Lane  area,  a 
connection  was  made  to  the  Belper  R.D.C.  main  and  an  agreement 
reached  to  take  up  to  a supply  of  16,000  gallons  daily.

For  many  years  a private  supply  to  two  houses  had  been  un- 
satisfactory, and  the  occupiers  had.  been  forced  to  boil  all  water 
before  consumption.  It  was  impossible  to  connect  these  houses 
to  the  public  main,  but  the  owners  were  persuaded  to  install  hand- 
operated  Meta-filters. 

These  filters  have  been  highly  successful,  and  a sample  sent  for 
analysis  showed  that  the  filters  removed  all  pollution  and  the  water 
was  certified  to  be  suitable  for  drinking  purposes. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

Patronage  of  the  Council’s  indoor  swimming  bath- — -consisting 
of  one  pool  70  ft.  long  by  27ft.  wide  and  a range  of  slipper  baths —

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933. 

Nineteen  licences  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  which  were 
issued  in  1952  and  remain  in  force  until  31st  December,  1954,  and 
six  further  licences  to  expire  on  31st  December,  1954,  were  issued 
during  the  year. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951. 

One  licence  to  keep  a Pet  Shop  was  issued  under  the  above  Act. 

FOOD. 

1.— MEAT. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  information  that  private  slaughtering  was 
once  again  going  to  be  permitted,  the  Council  appointed  a sub- 
committee to  meet  the  Meat  Traders  of  the  town,  and,  in  accordance 
with  recommendations  of  the  Inter-departmental  Committee  on 
Slaughterhouses  (Interim  Report),  endeavour  to  agree  on  the 
number  of  private  slaughterhoiises  to  be  licensed. 

Unfortunately,  no  such  agreement  was  reached.  On  the 
question  of  need,  it  seemed  reasonable  to  suppose  that  two  slaughter- 
houses would  be  adequate.  However,  applications  were  made 
for  six  slaughterhouses  to  be  licensed,  one  of  these  being  for  premises 
which  had  not  been  so  used  before. 

The  Council  had  already  adopted  a Minimum  Standard  of 
Hygience  based  upon  recommendations  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’ 
Association.  After  the  premises  had  been  inspected  it  was  decided 
to  licence  one  new  slaughterhouse  and  two  others,  after  completion 
of  improvements  and  repairs  and  to  refuse  three  applications. 

After  notices  of  refusal  had  been  served,  two  applicants  ap- 
l^ealed  to  the  local  magistrates.  One  appeal  was  upheld  and  the 
other  dismissed. 

Subsequently,  therefore,  licences  were  issued  for  four  slaughter- 
houses, to  expire  on  December  31st,  1955. 

Slaughtering  commenced  on  July  4th,  1954,  and  100%  in- 
spection has  been  carried  out  from  the  commencement. 

The  table  below  will  indicate  the  necessity  for  such  inspection, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  butchers  in  the  district  have  been  killing 
only  high  quality  cattle. 
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Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat. 

All  meat  condemned  is  stained  green.  Carcases  and  the  larger 
amounts  of  organs  are  sent  to  an  approved  trader  for  sterilisation 
into  animal  feeding  stuffs  and  fertilisers.  Smaller  portions  are 
suitably  treated  on  the  site.

The  three  positive  results  from  72  samples  collected  give  a 
figure  of  almost  4.16%  positive,  which  is  a decrease  in  the  figure 
of  7.04%  during  1953. 


As  a result  of  the  three  positive  samples,  four  cows  were 
slaughtered  and  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  in  various 
stages  of  advancement.

This  shows  that  out  of  all  samples  collected  during  the  _vear, 
only  one  gave  an  unsatisfactory  result  and  the  figure  of  97.37% 
satisfactory  is  one  which  indicates  that  the  manufacture,  storage 
and  sale  of-ice-cream  in  this  town  was  carried  out  in  a most  hygienic 
manner. 

It  is  now  the  exception  to  receive  an  unsatisfactory  result 
from  a sample  of  ice-cream,  and  the  trade  generally,  and  our  own 
manufacturers  in  particular,  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the 
standard  now  obtained  as  a result  of  the  improvements  achieved 
from  the  co-operation  of  all  concerned. 

Tliree  ice-lollies  manufactured  locally  were  sent  for  B.Coli 
examination  and  all  gave  satisfactory  results. 


CLEAN  FOOD  CAMPAIGNS. 


No  specific  campaign  was  carried  out,  but  regular  inspection 
of  all  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored  or  sold,  was  supple- 
mented by  giving  advice  wherever  possible  to  encourage  hygienic 
handling  of  all  foodstuffs.

During  the  year,  as  owner  of  the  Market  Rights,  the  Council 
re-opened  Belper  Market. 

The  stalls  included  several  dealing  in  foodstuffs.  These 
traders  were  supplied  with  copies  of  the  Bye-Laws,  relating  to  the 
Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open  Air  and  inspections  frequently  made. 

The  Council  provided  washing  facilities  for  the  use  of  those 
handling  foodstuffs. 

HYGIENE  IN  LICENSED  PREMISES. 

Several  years  ago  a survey  was  made  of  all  licensed  premises. 
Improvements  and  alterations  were  needed  at  most  to  bring  them 
to  a satisfactory  standard.  The  owners  readily  agreed  to  the 
suggested  improvements  and  with  the  exception  of  those  requiring 
major  alterations  involving  partial  rebuilding,  the  work  was  com- 
pleted. 

During  the  year,  major  alterations  to  one  Ucensed  premises 
were  finished,  and  at  the  time  of  writing,  the  last  remaining  improve- 
ments were  being  achieved  by  almost  completely  rebuilding 
another.  This  will  then  mean  that  all  premises  have  adequate 
sanitary  accommodation  and  satisfactory  washing  facilities,  etc. 

It  was  only  found  possible  to  collect  four  swabs  from  drinking 
glasses  from  premises  which  previously  had  given  the  poorest 
results.  These,  as  shown  below,  gave  satisfactory  results.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

The  Local  Authority  under  the  above  Act  is  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council,  and  Mr.  R.  W.  Sutton,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.C.S., 
the  County  Analyst,  informs  me  that  51  samples,  including  22 
milk  samples,  were  taken  in  the  Belper  Urban  area  during  the  year, 
and  on  analysis,  all  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 


Refuse  Collection. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  a Shelvoke  & Drewry  16 
cubic  yard  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  was  put  into  operation.  This  is 
fitted  with  a diesel  engine.  The  district,  which  had  previously 
been  more  or  less  divided  equally,  and  each  area  served  by  an 
8 cubic  yard  side  loader,  now  had  to  be  adjusted. 

The  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper,  manned  by  a driver  and  either  six, 
seven  or  eight  men,  according  to  the  day's  work,  were  responsible 
for  the  collection  of  nearly  80%  of  all  the  whole  district.  The 
8 cubic  yard  side  loader  employed  mainly  on  the  more  thinly 
populated  areas,  and  manned  by  a driver  and  two  or  three  loaders, 
collected  tlie  remainder. 

As  a result  of  the  reorganisation,  this  vehicle  was  also  able  to 
spend  a whole  day  on  the  collection  of  waste  paper  from  shops  and 
factories,  and  the  purchase  of  the  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  has  resulted 
in  a definite  saving. 

As  far  as  possible  a weekly  collection  was  maintained,  but  this 
routine  was  unavoidably  upset  at  holiday  periods  and  whenever 
workmen  were  absent  for  any  length  of  time.  The  problem  of 
obtaining  suitable  labour  is  acute.  More  remunerative  jobs,  under 
better  working  conditions  make  it  most  difficult  to  keep  the  collection 
team  up  to  strength.  Lmfortunately,  this  does  not  appear  to 
appease  the  few  people  who  complain  if  their  refuse  is  not  collected 
on  a particular  day.  It  is  the  earnest  endeavour  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  carry  out  an  efficient  and  regular  service,  but  sometimes 
this  is  absolutely  impossible,  simply  due  to  a shortage  of  manpower. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Dailey  Lane. 
Three  tipmen  are  employed,  one  of  them  being  a chargehand. 

Again,  shortage  of  labour  often  meant  that  tins,  bottles,  and 
other  items  were  not  picked  out  as  efficiently  as  I would  like.  In 
spite  of  the  increase  in  wastepaper  collections,  a visit  to  the  refuse 
tij)  any  day  indicated  by  the  presence  of  waste  paper  just  how  much 
more  could  be  salvaged  if  paper  was  left  out  of  the  dustbin. 

Controlled  tipping  would  be  made  much  easier  if  all  house- 
holders would  really  co-operate.

800  gallon  capacity  combined  cesspool/gully  emptier  fitted  with 
a nightsoil  unit. 


There  was  a continued  demand  for  the  use  of  this  vehicle  by 
adjoining  Authorities  and  property  owners  in  districts  not  posses- 
sing a cesspool  emptier.  The  vehicle  was  loaned  at  reasonable 
charges  whenever  it  could  be  spared.

Waste  Paper. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  amount  of  wastepaper  available 
for  salvage  is  48  cwts.  per  1,000  population  per  month.  The 
national  average  collected  is  14  cwts.  The  graph  and  tables  will 
show  that  we  collected  during  the  year,  228  tons,  which  represents 
24  cwts.  per  1,000  population  per  month,  which  is  the  highest  figure 
every  reached  since  we  started  salvage  of  waste  paper.  Therefore, 
although  there  is  still  room  for  improvement,  all  concerned  are  to 
be  congratulated. 

Scrap  Metal. 

Tins  and  scrap  picked  out  of  the  refuse  during  the  year  totalled 
85  tons  3^-  cwts.,  representing  just  over  9 cwts.  per  1,000  population 
per  month.  I know  this  figure  could  be  greatly  increased  if  it  was 
an  economical  proposition,  and  a practical  possibility  to  employ 
more  labout  on  this  work. 

The  excess  of  income  over  expenditure  for  all  classes  of  salvage 
was  ;(743.  This  is  equal  to  a 2d.  rate,  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  all 
those  people  who  by  their  assistance  helped  in  this  saving  to  the 
rate  fund.

It  will  be  seen  that  absence  through  sickness — paid  and  unpaid 
— was  about  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  but  other  time  lost 
showed  quite  a reduction,  so  that  the  total  time  lost  through  all 
causes  was  somewhat  less. 

The  figure  of  7.04%  compares,  I feel  sure,  quite  favourably 
with  other  Authorities,  but  even  so,  the  schedule  is  often  seriously 
affected,  because  it  is  not  possible  to  carry  spare  men  with  which  to 
replace  regular  workers  whilst  they  are  absent.
